In the carly morning of the 2nd July 1956 , a Police party 
entered the tuvines of village Saraya -ka- pura , Police Station 
Phoop , Bhind District, in pursuit of the gang of notorious 
dacolt Roop . The dacoits, who had alrcady taken up posi 
tions, fired on the Police. The Police returned the firc . During 
the ensuing encounter Constable Nain Singh noticed a dacoit 
moving through the ravincs and although he was himself dis 
advantagcously placed , exposed himself at great personal risk 
In order to shoot at the dacoit. While doing so he was him 
self shot at and grievously Wounded by another dacoit - the 
injury latcr proving fatal. Constable Man Bahadur who was 
beside Constable Nain Singh immcdiately removed him to a 
place of safety and then shot at and killed the dacoit who 
had wounded him . This dacolt was later identified 29 Bamarua, 
the right hand man of Roopa. 

In this encounter Constable Nafn Singh and Constable Man 
Bahadur displayed exemplary courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order 

2 . These awards are made for gallantry under rule 4 (1) of 
the rules governing the award of the Police Medal and conse 
gucntly carty with them the special allowancc admissible to 
officers of and below the rank of Inspector of Police , 28 pro 
vided in rule 5 .

2 . The Coal Couficil of India , as well as the Government 
of India , have considered this recommendation in the context 
of the steadily increasing requirements of coal in the country . 
Considering the substantial quantities of coal consumed in 
stcam ruising , power gencration and processing and combustion 
in industrial furnaces in the country , 3 stage las been reach 
ed when it is essential to ensure that necessary technical 
advice, help and guidance arc made available to the variou . 
categories of industrial consumers 50 us to make them con 
scious of the need to achieve economy anul chciency in the 
use of fucls. Fuel economy and fuel efficiency involve two 
principal aspects , y it : 
(i) to ensure that the quality and size , as well as the 

source of supply, of fuel utilised is appropriate to 
the purpose , that is to say , as far as possible, no 
congumer utilises fuel of a quality or gradc superior 
to that which is actually required for the operation 
of the plant, equipment or appliancc ; and 
to engute that maximum efficiency is achieved in all 
stages of actual operation from generation to utilisation 
of power , in existing installed plants as well as in new 
plants that may Le designed and installed in the 

future . 
8 . A certain amount of attention is , 110 doubt , being direct 
ed to this problem even at present by the Boiler Inspectorate 
functioning under the provisions of the Indian Bollers Act 
and tlie Boilers Regulations, as well by the Fuel Efficiency 
Unit in the Coal Controller s organisatloti, but in view of the 
Increasing importance of fuel economy and efficiency in the 
context of conservation of resources of good quality coals, it 
is essential that the problem słould be tackled in a concerted 
and co -ordinated manner so as to achieve the maximum re 
sults. 

4 , The Government of India have accordingly decided that 
a Fuel Efficiency Committcc should be constituted with im 
mediate effect . The Committee will consist of the following :

(1) The Coal Contsoller . 

Members. 
( 2) The Joint Director, Mechanical Engineer (Coal), Rail 

way Board , 
(8 ) The Director, Central Fuel Research Institute , Jealgora , 

or his representative . 
(4 ) A representative of the Department of Iron & Fuel. 
(5 ) The Technical Adviser (Boilers ), Ministry of Works, 
Housing & Supply 

Member - Secretary . 
(6 ) The Chief Combustion Engineer , Coal Controller s 

Organisation . 
5 . The functions of the Committee will be as under :-- 
( 1 ) to evolve a pattern of survey, investigation and re 

search in consumption of coals used in stcam raising , 
power generation , processing and combustion in the 
various industrial furnaces and to determine the 
combustion characteristics of different types of coals ; 
to study the fuel probleins of industries and to advise 

them on the use of proper type of appliances ; 
(9 ) to draw up a comprehensivc achedule of types, grades 

and sizes of coal for the various classes of consumcns ; 
to initiate and organisc studies and surveys to ensure 
that the coals allotted to conduincrs arc congumed 
with duc regard to maximum fuel efficiency ; and 
to make recommendations for building up guitable 
technical organisations for fulfilling the above objec 

tives. 
Thc Committee will mainly deal with broader problems 
and keep the research aspect continuously in view . 

6 . The Committee will be assisted , in matters relating to 
research , technical investigations ctc. in the field of fuel efti 
ciency and economy, by a Fuel Efficiency Cell which will be 
located in the Central Fuel Rexearch Institute .
